ONE KILLED, 
MANY HURT 
IN BLAZE 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—One man 
was killed and more than a dosen 
persons were injured tonight when 
fire destroyed a five-story factory 
building on South Thirteenth 
street in Brooklyn. 

A report which could not be 
confirmed said that fifteen giris 
were trapped in the upper floors, 
occupied by shirt factories, as the 
flames swept up from the cellar 
and ground floor, which was used 
as a plant for the manufacture of 
shellac. 

A hasty search bv firemen at 
midnight failed to reveal any of 
the bodies of the fifteen giris re- 
ported to have been trapped in the 
structure, 

Contradictory statements as to 
the number of persons in the 
building at the time of the fire 
were made to the authorities. Em- 
ployers who leased the top floors 
as shirtwaist factories, said that 
all the girls had left before the 
fire started. 

A girl who escaped said the only 
persons on the fourth floor were 
ner employer and two salesmen, 
all of whom were rescued. 

Dist.-Atty. Ruston and Fire 
Marshal Brophy immediately es- 
teblished an office in a garage over 
the factory where they summoned 
all witnesses who were able to at- 
tend to be questioned on the origin 
and progress of the blaze.

EXEMPT SECURITIES 

Both President Harding and 
Secretary Mellon again will give 
their indorsement to the proposed 
constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting the issuance of tax-exempt 
securities by the States and mu- 
nicipalities, which already has 
been reported from the House 
Ways and Means Committee and 
is on the House calendar. 

This is entirely distinct from any 
amendments to the revenue law. 
being in the form of a resolution 
instead of a bill and requiring a 
two-thirds vote in Congress and 
ratification by the Lexisiaturea of 
three-fourths of the States. 

Even if Congress adopts this 
resolution at the coming winter 
session it might require two or 
three years to obtain action by the 
States, which means that it will 
not help to solve immediate finan- 
clal probleme of the treasury.

NATION’S ROADS CREDITED 
AS SIGNED

CHICAGO, Oct. 80.—A total of 
77,864 miles of the nation’s rail- 
road trackage is credited as having 
been signed under the Baltimore 
plan ending the shopcrafts strike, 
as compared with 92,165 signed 
with independent or company or- 
Kantzatlons, according to figures 
compiled by railroad statisticians 
and made public today. 


The summary of roads negotlat- 
ing settlements of the strike called 
July 1 last shaws that fifty-eight 
Class 1 carriers accepted the Hal- 
timore plan, fostered by B. M. Jew- 
ell, head of the strikers: Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and David Warfield, 
president of the Seaboard Air Line.

Both the Federal Government 
and the insurance company ar- 
rive at their decisions after care- 
ful, scientific and statistical inves- 
tigation.

MANILA, Oct. 30. — The new 
Legisiature is seething with inde- 
pendence agitation. A concurrent 
resolution introduced today is 
backed by a majority of the mem- 
bers, with the Collectivistas and 
Nacionalistas joinnig hands. 

It asks the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States to authorize a convention 
to draft a Philippine constitution 
and to call elections of officials to 
conduct the independent govern- 
ment. The matter of relation to 
the United States is left for fu- 
ture decision. This is one of sev- 
eral similar resolutions in the leg- 
islative cookstove. All this may 
delay, but it cannot prevent the 
carrying out of Gov.-Gen. Wood's
